In the GENERAL tab compatability should be set to Acrobat 4.0. 




In the ADVANCED tab, configure as seen. Render cowmplex fills as bitmaps 
is the most important setting in this tab. Leaving this first box unchecked 
will result in a very slow redraw on screen and will dramatically increase 
RIP time. Based on the color space of the ad you are creating use CMYK or 
Grayscale from the pop-up menu under Color Management. 


The OBJECTS tab should be configured as above. Compression is set to 
High quality jpeg. Downsample any files in an image editing program or 
scan images at their target resolution. Newsday's newsprint bitmap color 
& grayscale resolution is 200 dpi, bitmap monochrome resolution is 1200 
dpi.
